The Committee's Report. 


The sub-committae of the Sanitary Board 
recently appointed to consider the question 
of the scavenging of the Peak district, in 
consequence of ‘the numerous complaints 
received from roaidents, was dolivered at. 
this aftornoon’a mevting of the Board, The

Thore is no doubt that nothing approach. 
ing the amount of rubbish taken from 
housra in fho Ponk district evor roaches 
tho dust bdate, The Inspector in charge of 
the district estimates the amount, to bo 
daily removed by the contractor, at 42,56 
pioula, but we aro inclined to think that is: 
somewhat bolow tha mark, and estimate 
the amount’at between 45 and 60 piculs. 
Oa the two occasions, howaver, on which 
the rubbish has been weighed on ita arrival 
atthe dast boats; it was frand to weigh on 
tho first occasion, 2+ picula net, and on the 
second ocsasion 22 piculs gross, On eaok 
occasion no opportunity was given to the 
cooling of gotting’ rid uf any of the 
rabbish between Victoria Gap and the
